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E are subject to waves of reform on this continent 

of ours. They come and go in regular order. We 

have social reform, church reform, political reform, and 
now, more important and widespread than any of these, 
we have temperance reform. Years ago, fifteen or more, 
Robert G. Ingersoll said: “I will believe in hell when 
Kentucky goes dry.” By the shades of Robert, Kentucky, 


the home of- bourbgn, - bitte grass, beautiful women and 


courtly men is Wow as. dry as the pyramids of Egypt. This 
wave has spread over the entire North American con- 
tinent, until now-there is more dry territory than wet, a 
condition undreamed of even a few years ago. 

The question is, however, what is being really accom- 
plished? Are the citizens of Canada and the United 
States any more sober, or has the closing, of saloons 
merely shunted the consumption of booze into other 
channels? Unquestionably the business world now de- 
mands sobriety. Where, even a few years ago, the man 
ef business took his liquor at regular intervals during the 
working hours, he now finds it out of the question. The 
demands upon his intellect, upon his nerve centres and 
wpon his general capacity are such that alcohol is im- 
possible. He has found by experience that drink and 
clear thinking do not go hand in hand. Being a man 
ef some capacity, he looks at the question from a cold- 
blooded business standpoint. He does not drink himself 
ia business hours, and for the same reason will not em- 
ploy those who do. On the other hand, however, he has 
no particular moral objection to alcohol in the form of 
beer or whiskey. His is a business proposition forced 
upon him by an age in which every man, to succeed in his 
life work, must proceed at a tension unknown a genera- 
tion ago. So I take it that temperance reform or no 
temperance reform would have found the successful busi- 
ness man in the same condition. of mind; indeed, if I am 
not much mistaken, it was mainly the attitude of the 


business man that has made this temperance wave pos- 
sible. 


But how of the man in the lower walks of life, the 
workman on the streets, the mill hand, the carpenter, the 
plumber and all the rest that go to make up the popula- 
ion? Are they any more sober than of old? I doubt it. 
Does the closing of the Toronto saloons at seven o'clock 
on a Saturday night tend to sobriety? I doubt that also. 
Walk into a saloon at six p.m. on a Saturday and see 
for yourself. “Hurry up, gents, we close up in an hour!” 
calls out the bartender. Down goes the liquor in big 
gulps and another glass is ordered, until at. seven p.m. 
the men reel into the streets, having drunk in one hour 
or less what ordinarily would have taken them an even- 
ing fo consume, If on the other hand these same men 
had gone home to supper, and returned to the saloon 
with full stomachs they could in the space of a couple of 
hours have drunk this same quantity of liquor without 
any appreciable harm. 


Mind, I do not quote these instances as questions of 
ethics and morals, but matters of fact. In European 
countries, aside from the British Isles, one seldom if ever 
sees a man under the influence of liquor, and at the same 
time the places where liquor is dispensed are not only 
universal, but are more or less governmental institutions. 
They are the clubs of the poor and sometimes of the rich. 
The frequenters sit down and chat and drink, and tem- 
perance_ reformers to the contrary notwithstanding, ap- 
pear none the worse for it. 

Where does the difference lie? Is it a matter of race, 
breeding and temperament, or is it because we have failed 
to grasp the problem by the handle? Possibly both. 
There can be no question but that the Anglo-Saxon and 
the Celt are by nature harder drinkers than are the men 
of other origin. The Frenchman, the Spaniard, the Ital- 
ian as well as the phlegmatic German are content to 
imbibe the lighter wines and liquors moderately, while 
with us we want ‘em strong and hot. 

To my mind, however, the chief error is made in the 
sort of a liquor drinking resort we have managed to 
establish throughout the continent. If years ago we had 
adopted the German method of beer gardens, in place 
of the everyday saloon, where a man goes in and gulps 
down his liquor, we would have improved conditions 
immenself. There would then have been no green blinds 
and swinging doors which close the present day saloon 
from the sight of the passerby. There would have been 
no bar to stand up to, and the liquor would not have been 
gulped down. In place of this we would have had tables, 
perhaps partially on the pavement as in Paris, and a man’s 
self respect, if nothing else, would keep him from over- 
indulgence in sight of the passing throng. ; 

Of course we would still have drunkards, even under 
these conditions.. We always will, but I take it that the 
general adoption of Continental methods would greatly 
alleviate ‘the present evils of the liquor traffic. High 
license and even “dry” communities will not keep people 
sober. Legislation, except it reach a stage where the 
distillery, the winery and the brewery cease to exist—a 
most unlikely condition—will not prevent men from 
drinking and other men from getting drunk. What we 
want is a little reasoning and a little more common sense 
intermingled with our WEE. campaigns. 

NCE more the race cry is raised in the Province of 
Quebec, this time by the largest and most powerful 
paper published in the French language. La Presse, of 
Montreal in an endeavor to palliate and cloak over the 
exposures brought to light by the Court of the Royal Com- 
missioner calls the English speaking people of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec “aliens,” and then goes on to admonish 
its French readers to elect a French-Canadian Mayor 
for the coming term.

‘La Presse appears to have taken, on 
behalf of some of its readers, personal affront at the fact 
that most of the English and a large section of the best 
French element of the city, are endeavoring with all their 
ability, to clean out this cess pool of municipal corruption. 
The personal affront lies in the fact that a great major- 
ity of office holders in Montreal are French-Canadians, 
and unhappily they are to a large extent of the Captain 
Kidd variety. They so far have done everything but 
hoist the Jolly Roger over the City Hall, and one may 
even expect this if La Presse has its way. Unfortun- 
ately the attitude of such a paper places the better ele- 
ment of French-Canadians in a most difficult position.

He 
is the common enemy of the human race which drives 
horses or walks on its feet, and as such he is to be given 
no quarter—except many quarters in the shape of fines. 
All this is taken for granted as the ground-work of right 
thinking on the subject of automobilists. But in the 
interest of the great common people who scorn to ride 
in motor-cars, and who don’t know enough about them 
to be able to swear at them with perspicuity, I feel 
obliged to call attertion to certain reckless habits which 
I have observed about the streets of town on the part of 
those who drive in rigs and walk, I don’t take up this 
subject with any desire of making easier the way of the 
gMotorist, for I feel that he is beyond the pale of mercy 
ahd deserves no consideration whatever, My sole desire 
is to save the man in the street from being unpleasantly 
mussed up by six-cylinders arid unlimited horse-power. 
So far as the fan who walks is cencerned, and this 
also includes the lady who trips along and the youngster 
who runs, the habit of dodging abruptly out from the 
sidewalk, in the process of crossing the street is apt to 
be attended with unpleasant consequences. Crossings

There are parts of the world where drivers are 
in the habit of indicating with their whip or arm the 
direction they intend to take in turning, so that those 
coming up behind will know on which side to pass them. 
I admit it is a good deal to ask that such courtesy as this 
should be shown man in an auto, but still from 
motives of safety and convenience it is perhaps best to 
show it. Don’t be careful for the sake of the motorist 
He doesn’t deserve consideration. But be careful for 
your own sake and that of your wife and your horse and 
whatever else may be yours, 
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"| HE city of Guelph, Ontario, has arrived, for the citi 

zens now proclaim to the world that municipal own 
ership, honestly and competently administered, is an un- 
qualified success. According to figures compiled for the 
Board of Trade of that citv, Guelph to-day, has “out 
Glasgowed” Glasgow in the operation of its public util 
ities, and now has the honor of having the lowest tax 
rate of any municipality in the Dominion, or out of it 
for that matter. Guelph not only owns its water works, 
but its gas plant, its electric lhignting plant, its street rail 
way, and the Guelph Junction railway which connects 
it with the C.P.R. Every one of these utilities is to- 
day, making money for the municipality, while at the 
same time the water taxes and the rates for gas and 
electricity have all been materially reduced until sta- 
tistics now prove Guelph, Ontario, the cheapest place in 
the Dominion in which to reside. 

In spite of reductions to tax payers and profits ac- 
eruing the various municipal plants have not only been 
maintained up to standard but have been largely 
augmented, and at the same time the assessments have 
been steadily decreased, by reason of profits turned 
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into the city treasury. But Guelph is not going to stop 
here, for there is now a movement on foot to dispense 
with its Aldermanic form of Government, and to ap- 
point in its place a paid commission to govern the entire 
city under the leadership of a municipal general man- 
ager. 

in this municipal reform Guelph is unquestionably 
striking the right note, and it would be well if we, here 
in Toronto, could follow in her footsteps. The difficulty 
is and always has been that the average man is so busy 
attending to his private affairs that he has no time to 
devote to the requirements of his city, but what Guelph 
has done every city in the Dominion can do, barring 
Montreal, of course, where nothing seems possible in 
the way of civic government. That public utilities such 
as street railways, and lighting corporations should be 
privately owned is as incongruous and absurd as would 
be the private ownership of the postal service. 
tion is, how best to attain these ends? We can obviously 
do nothing until a city like Toronto is placed on the 
same business basis as any large private corporation such 
as, for instance, the Canadian Pacific Railway. That 
a Board of Aldermen is not competent, except, possibly, 
in an advisory capacity, to attend to the civic wants has 
been shown time and again.

We have a recent example 
in the city’s dealings with the Toronto Street Railway. 
Any sane civic general manager, with average business 
capacity, would long ago have come to some understand- 
ing with that corporation. But no. The average Alder- 
man dodges the main issues and fights over the trivial 
points until the Aldermen themselves as well as the citi- 
zens generally are disgusted and disgruntled. 

Slowly, but surely, we are arriving at a point where the 
people of Canada generally will demand the public owner- 
ship of public utilities. It is without a question of doubt 
the most effective legal process of restoring the people 
to their own. The average man is honest as well as in- 
telligent, and has long outlived the day when the Baron 
owned acres because he was strong and able to care for 
them. Our forebears huddled around the castle because 
they were weak and the Baron was strong and able 
to protect them. But we have moved on some since those 
days. The feudal system had its uses and served its 
purposes and passed away. We moved on a step to the 
point where we elected people to boss us about, to make 
civic laws for us, which we either broke or obeyed. In 
place of Barons to whom our forefathers swore alleg- 
iance, we elected Mayors, and in place of the Baron’s 
stewards we nominated and elected Aldermen. But it’s 
time to move again. We now have no more use for 
Aldermen than we have for Barons or for their stew- 
ards. It’s time for the paid commission and the muni- 
cipal general manager; and with the advent of the new 
regime private-owned public utilities must pass 


from every intelligent community. 
7 constitutes a proper allowance for the divorced 
wife of an American millionaire?

The tax would appear to be equitable and 
just, for latitude is given to concerns in the way of ex- 
emptions for expenses, depreciation of property, debts 
and interest thereon, while all corporations are given an 
exemption of $5,000 of net earnings before the tax ap 
plies. In other words if the corporation is a struggling 
concern earning $5,000 net per annum or less there will 
be no tax collected. If passed as is promised, though 
the general tendency of the ultra protectionist Senate and 
House would argue against it, it will be curious to see 
the various corporations get under cover with their net 
earnings. They will unquestionably do as have a number 
of the Canadian banks, cover up a goodly proportion of 
net earnings with various expenditures, mainly real es- 
tate and buildings which never by

If this corporation tax becomes law and proves work- 
able, it will tend largely to burden a goodly proportion 
of the taxes where they belong, upon those who can best 
afford to pay them. For instance, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany will pay something like $1,500,000 per annum, pro- 
vided the annual net earnings are produced in the same 
proportion as in the past. The large railways, most 
always good money makers, will also be large contribu- 
tors, while the United States Steel Company will con- 
tribute a sum about equal to that of the Standard Oil 
Company. With tariff schedules which are being re- 
vised upward instead of downward, and corporation tuxes 
the United States will, in all probability, have no trouble 
in making good the constant and ever increasing drains 
upon its treasury. 

, Speaking of tariffs reminds one that President Taft 
has got himself into a most unenviable position. In his 
speeches throughout the recent campaign, Mr. Taft made 
it distinctly understood that there would be a substantia! 
revision downward, This was the pledge of the Repub- 
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lican party and of President-elect Taft. In Cincinnati 
in the autumn of 1908, Mr. Taft remarked that the Ding- 
ley tariff had served the country well, but that its rates 
had been generally excessive. These remarks he reiter- 
ated time and time again throughout his entire cam- 
paign. Now what is he going to do about it? Men like 
Senator Aldrich who talk low tariffs and then manufac- 
ture high ones, are not presumed to have either high 
ideals or honest intentions, but what of the President? 
Will he stand by his word, as Cleveland would have done, 
or will he be thumbed about by men of the Aldrich 
stamp? It’s up to President Taft to veto the tariff bill 
now before Congress, but has he the necessary nerve? 
One must wait and see.

EARS ago—how many I refuse to state—in the days 
when the hokey-pokey man was as Ganymede, a dis-

Later 
on when Teddy had accumulated sufficient experience to 
take over the command of the Rough Riders himself, he 
used his with McKinley, Leonard Wood

So much for 
being the friend of Theodore Roosevelt. As I have said 
before there is no black mark against General Wood's

While admitting all this, and endeavoring to do justice 
for the conver- 
as heathens, there still 
remain certain considerations which must give one serious 
thought. In the first place, there can be little doubt of the 
hopelessness of the task of conversion, so far as any pro- 
portionate gain is concerned. Those who have any ac- 
quaintance at all with th’s subject, know that in the great 
majority of cases the Chinese neophyte sets a very high 
value on the language in which the instruction is con- 
veyed, and very little on the instruction itself. He belongs 
to the most conservative race under the sun, and not all 
the coffee and cake and pretty teachers in Sunday-school- 
dom can move him from the faith of his great-grand- 
father of the thousandth remove. What result, therefore, 
is gained to compensate for the running of even the 
slightest risk? I do not believe that there is much danger 
of the teachers falling in love with their slant-eyed pupils. 
But, at the same time, the ethical standards of the low- 
caste Chinaman who comes to eur shores are very often 
of a kind which it is difficult to find words to describe. 
These coolies are apt to be degenerates of the lowest type, 
and there seems to be little excuse for bringing innocent 
white girls into even the most casual contact with these 
men who have inherited the accumulated evil of a thous- 
and generations. If it is thought worth while to work 
so hard to bring the noble doctrines of Christianity to the 
knowledge of a class of men who are of all races perhaps 
the least likely to understand and adopt them, let the 
work be done by men.

He will not find that being 
an Englishman is a handicap; in so far as the good-will 
and co-operation of his native Canadian born neighbors 
are concerned. 

There is no gainsaying the fact that we have more 
than one type of Englishman in Canada whose habits 
and general attitude render him unpopular and create 
a prejudice against other Englishmen, who, on their per- 
sonal merits, are entirely unobjectionable. ‘There is the 
stoop-shoulder, “weedy,” cigarette-saturated, down-at- 
the-heel, shifty-eyed Cockney, who congregates in the 
cities and swells every out-of-work band. He slouches 
along through the streets; he loafs on the street_corners, 
eyeing the passers-by furtively. He may not be criminal, 
but h's looks belie him. No one in Canada wants an 
employee suggesting a pronounced type of degeneracy. 
And almost as objectionable, from a practical viewpoint, 
is another type, of apparent education and some pre- 
tensions in general knowledge, who is incurably and 
Irritatingly invidious. He quotes the methods in vogue 
at Home; he refuses to follow any other way without 
protest. This type is not isolated. A sprinkling of him 
in an office district, I venture to say, will create a pre- 
judice that spreads and grows, until (as now) it becomes 
unreasoning and indiscriminate in its application to 
Englishmen generally. This “Cocksure Briton” is a bad 
“advance agent” for his fellows. 

Both of these objectionable types affect the towns and 
cities. Here are the centres of formation of public 
opinion, and there are the newspapers which voice it. 
The people of Canada are busy people, and, in all cases, 


do not have time to discriminate. This is unfortunate, 


for I believe British immigration, all handicaps included, 
is by long odds the most desirable. But, meantime, the 
shiftless and “cocksure” and “know-it-all” Englishman 
might to advantage be kept where he belongs. Then 
there would be a chance that the existing prejudice might 
disappear. Meantime it exists, as I thave stated. 

But, after all, the strong individuality of your real 
sturdy Englishman, who, knowing Canada’s opportuni- 
ties, determines to come here, will triumph. We have 
this kind in thousands upon thousands. If, when he 
landed he met rebuffs and was misunderstood, he did not 
give up in disgust. He did not go home ard write to 
the papers.

Our Proposed Navy. 


HIS is what that careful, conservative American 
weekly, The Argonaut, of San Francisco, thinks 
about the proposal to establish a Canadian navy: 
Nobody will have the right to complain if Canada shall 
enter upon a project of navy building. We have set a 
bad example, and it is perhaps not unnatural that our 
nearest neighbor should imitate it. The movement is cer- 
tain to be encouraged in England, to whom a Canadian 
fleet would be a distinct addition at the point of sea 
power without by any possibility attaining a development 
tending to make the mother country uneasy. The United 
States and Canada have lived now side by side for 135 
ycars—a century and a third—and only on one occasion 
has there been any need of a navy on either side. And 
even then it was a stupid business, wholly unnecessary, 
and wholly fruitless as connected with ultimate effects 
The history of our relations with Canada affords a fine 
example of the possibilities of amicable neighborship be 
tween great communities, and it would indeed be a pity 
if we should spoil the picture by a policy at once unne 
cessary and reactionary. Still, since there is no law pre 
venting a nation more than an individual from making a 
fool of itself, Canada may go ahead with her navy, And 
we are hardly in a position to speak the mind of plain 
common sense with respect to this enterprise without vio- 
lation of one of the first principles of good manners

Britain is about 
the only creditor nation. She borrows no capital, and 
her debt is held in her own country.

Mr. Kent’s Popularity. 


HERE were few men who had such a hold on the

Had not a general 
election for the Legislature been pending ‘n the near 
future there is no doubt that the seat would have been 
protested. 


In School Board elections Mr. Kent was invincible, 
even after the old ward system, which he believed in. had 
been abokished, and this was in a considerable degree due 
to his popularity with the great body of school teachers 
of Toronto. The school teacher is a good friend to have. 
He or she each influences about fifty or sixty pupils who 
in turn on school matters carry some weight with their 
parents. Thus the impression got abroad that Mr. Kent 
was the right man to vote for. His popularity with the 
teachers was well deserved for he had a heart as big as 
his physique, and any young woman who needed a sym 
pathetic friend on the management committee found one 
in ‘him.

Also, I must admit I felt somewhat appre- 
hensive for the comfort of men married to such very 
strong-minded spouses.

Not 
that it really was frosty. As a matter of fact there was 
a sort of spider-to-the-fly geniality about my reception 
when I had finally summoned up enough courage to ad- 
vance to the door. But somehow or other I had a chill 
feeling of impending doom. In spite of the smiling ladies 
who stood about the door and hastened to make me feel 
at home, and in spite of the sweet girl-graduate ushers 
who led the way to higher things—I very modestly in- 
sisted on sitting away up at the back somewhere—I had 
that bruised feeling about the third button of my vest 
which indicates an acute attack of lonesomeness. Of 
course, I afterwards came to realize how vain were all 
my fears; but in the beginning it was difficult to reason 
down my apprehensions. 


Although I had so far given way to my curiosity as 
to come to the meeting. I had at least exercised enough 
discretion to pick out an evening when there were no 
exeiting subjects to be discussed. In spite of a strong 
desire to hear a debate on the subject of the suffrage, 
I refrained. I felt that there are times when it is not 
only more courteous but also safer for a mere man to 
stay away. Of course I had no fear of anything ap- 
proaching physical violence. But my perfervid imagina- 
tion persisted in suggesting the possibility of some en- 
thusiastic champion of women’s rights publicly exhorting 
me to espouse their cause, or even threatening me as a 
representative of the oppressor. Therefore, I selected a 
meeting at which the delegates were billed: to discuss 
such questions as a pure milk supply and the proper care 
of babies. This I felt should be sufficiently sedative in 
its influence and offered little fuel for political passions. 

Before I go any farther I should also explain that I 
have no intention in the world of expressing any opinion 
as to the object and methods of the International Council 
of Women. ‘This is too big a_ subject, and also too 
dangerous, to be lightly taken up. My only desire is to 
describe the impression made on me by my one visit, 
in order that other men who may have felt the same 
curiosity but did not have either the time or courage 
to gratify it, may get an idea of a session from the 
masculine point of view. 

I have already told of coming up to the door and of 
being welcomed by a bevy of ladies who were all smiles 
and badges of various sorts. Then there was the charm 
ing usher—sweet and twenty, with mortar-board and 
gown all complete, and a dimple—whom I finally managed 
to convince of the sincerity of my desire to sit very far 
back in the most inconsp'cuous possible position. All 
this having been finally accomplished, I ventured to look 
around me with a modest and propitiating expression. 

The first thing I saw was the ladies. They were 
everywhere—all kinds of ladies, in all kinds of clothes, 
and with all kinds of expressions, though the general 
attitude was one of concentrated thought and iron resolu- 
tion. Of course I knew that those of particularly strong 
minded appearance were the delegates. But even some 
giddy, young things I noticed, who had come for no 
possible reason I could think of. were doing their best to 
seem conscious of a very high and serious mission, though 
without any very impressive success.

mind of the observer. It is ten years 
since I have seen “Le Tartufe,” and 
six years since last I read it; and 
yet, since the theme is unforgettable, 
I could at any moment easily recon- 
struct the piece by restrospective 
imagination and summarize the action 
clearly in a paragraph. But on the 
other hand, I should at this moment 
find it impossible to recall, with suffi- 
cient clearness to summarize them 
any of a dozen American plays 
which I have seen within the last six 
months. Details of incident or of 
character or of dialogue slip the mind 
and melt away like smoke into the 
air. To have seen a play without a 
theme is the same, a month or two 
later, as not to have seen a play at 
all. But a piece like “The Second 
Mrs. Tanqueray,” once seen, can 
never be forgotten; because the mind 
clings to the central proposition 
which the play was built in order to 
reveal, and from this ineradicable 
recollection may at any moment pro- 
ceed by psychologic association to 
recall the salient concrete features of 
the action. To develop a play from 
a central theme is therefore the sole 
means by which a dramatist may in- 
sure his work against the iniquity of 
oblivion In order that people «nay 
afterward remember what he has 
said, it is necessary for him to show 
them clearly and emphatically at the
